After tho first 
year, tho matching funds would 
have to be matched by outlays 
from either state or local school 
district funds. After tho first year, 
the matching funds would have to 
come solely from itate funds— a 
requirement aimed at states which 
now make little or no contribution 
to school budgets. 


3. The matching funds would b« 


calculated on a formula based on 
the state1! Income. The 
poorest 


states would put up 50 cents for 
each $1 of federal aid, the richest 
states $2 for each |l of federal 
aid. 


4. Any state which fulls below 


the national average in the propor- 
tion 
of its income devoted 
to 


schools, or in dollar expenditures 
per pupil, would have its federal 
aid grant "reduced proportionate- 
ly." 


5. The federal government would 


spend up to $750 million over the 
'our years to buy bonds issued by 
ocal school districts which have 
booh unable to market their bonds 
commercially at "reasonable" in- 
terest rates. These', bonds would be 
purchased at an interest rate equal 
to the rate paid by the. U.S. Treas- 
ury on its own long-term securi- 
ties, plus one half of one per cent, 


6. Federal advances ot $150 mil-

So I de- 
cided to use it as an asset."
